Explosion of undeteriqjped 
origin caused a fire at 7:56 a. 
m. today which entirely de­ 
stroyed the Bordonaro and 
Canfora Wholesale Fruit Com­ 
pany building, 323 South Mill 
street. 
Three persons were injured 
and are in the New Castle hos­ 
pital. The loss is partly cov­ 
ered by insurance. It is be­ 
lieved the loss will be $100,- 
000 or more.

Explosion Occurs 
At four minutes to eight, the 
district was rocked by the explo­ 
sion. 
Employes in nearby structures 
felt the blast. Manager Kennedy 
Wise of the Cudahy Packing com­ 
pany, and employes, Adolf Lang, 
H. V. Hoschar and Charles Cum- 
berlpdge, rushed into the street 
They saw fiames belch from what 
bad been the roof. 
Bricks from the walls, and the 
top of the roof were blown apart. 
Some of the bricks were hurled 
50 to 60 feet. A considerable quan­ 
tity fell in South Mill street. 
The Cudahy manager and em­ 
ployes and 
Philip 
C. Canfora, 
salesman for the fruits company, 
rushed to the aid of the trapped 
men. 
They dragged them to safety 
and they were hurried in ambu­ 
lances to the New Castle hospital. 
Fire companies responded to the 
alarm as did Lieutenant of police 
Thomas Jones and a squad of 
police. 
When they arrived the 
building was a blazing inferno. 
Fire Chief Herman Steinbrink di­ 
rected the fight. Safety Director 
R. I. Davis was on the scene. 
Meanwhile, some of the em­ 
ployes of the Cudahy company, and 
others helped to remove autos 
parked in the fire area. 
Lines of hose were laid and 
within a few minutes water was 
pouring into the burning building. 
Firemen carried a line of hose 
atop the old knitting mill from 
where a steady stream of water 
was directed into the flames.

TOKYO, Dec. 26—International 
News Service learned today that 
Russian officers wearing the uni­ 
form of the Soviet army have ques­ 
tioned 
American 
prisoners 
in 
Korea. 
This first concrete evidence of 
direct Russian participation in the 
Korean war was reported to allied 
headquarters by an American of­ 
ficer captured by the Chinese, 
questioned by a Russian and then 
released through the North Kor­ 
eans. 
The American officer said it ap­ 
peared to be the practice to assign 
four Russian officers to each Chi­ 
nese division headquarters. 
International News S e r v i c e 
learned that the American officer 
was questioned by a Russian at 
Chinese divisonal headquarters in 
Chorwon, about 18 miles north of 
the 38th parallel in the center of 
the peninsula. 
Chorwon apparently is the core 
of the Chinese buildup for re­ 
newed attacks on the United Na­ 
tions lines. 
Similar reports of Russian ad­ 
visors with both the Chinese and 
North Korean units have been re­ 
ceived throughout the war but the 
American officers report, made 
within the past few days, was the 
first airtight one to go through 
Army channels.

Tenth Corps Removed 
From Hungnam Area 
Safely, He Reports

TOKYO, Dec. 26. — Gen.

M a c A r t h u r pro- 
claimed today that his forces 
in South Korea are all set to 
meet the expected Red on­ 
slaught now that the 10th 
Corps has been removed safe­ 
ly south from the Hungnam 
beachhead. 
The five-star general announced 
that the 10th Corps had been taken 
from Hungnam to make a ’‘junc­ 
ture" with the Eighth Army and 
that the operation had been com­ 
pleted with light casualties and 
no material loss. The 10th Corps 
was

the 
Eighth 
Army’s command tonight. 
“Readjustment Necessary” 
MacArthur said the “readjust­ 
ment" of United Nations position« 
was made necessary by the entry 
of Communist China into the war. 
He added that the movement 
was conducted with great skill and 
coordination by the Army, Navy 
and Air Force commanders in­ 
volved. He said that “exemplary 
courage and marked efficiency has 
characterized the conduct of all 
personnel." 
The supreme commander of U. 
N. forces in Korea said realigment 
of his forces had resulted in no 
loss of strength or resources and 
in no loss of “fluidity of move­ 
ment." 
MacArthur blamed faulty po­ 
litical intelligence for the failure 
of his forces in their drive for 
the Manchurian border. 
He said that in addition to the 
restrictions placed upon his troops 
by not being able to reconnoiter 
over the border he had no warning

Dec. 26.—(INS)—The 27,000-ton 
aircraft carrier USS Valley Forge 
was back in action in Korean wa­ 
ters today after an emergency re­ 
call from the United States. 
The ship, a component of U. S. 
task force 77, was relieved off the 
coast of Korea Nov. 19 and return­ 
ed to San Diego. 
She was on her way to the slates 
when

United Nations forces. 
Five days, one hour and eight 
minutes after the vessel docked at 
San Diego she was on her way 
back to Korea.

Chinese Still Massing 
For Offensive Drive 
To Capture Seoul

SEOUL, Dec. 27—(Wednes­ 
day)—The 10th Corps, shifted 
south from the H u n g n a m 
beachhead, was merged Tues­ 
day into the Eighth Army and 
the latter’s new chief called 
on his forces to fight to their 
“utmost” against an impend­ 
ing 500,000-man Red drive. 
United Nations forces, all of 
whom now are concentrated 
in South Korea while the 
northern half of the country is 
entirely in enemy hands, were 
alerted for a momentarily ex­ 
pected giant Red frontal and 
flanking offensive. 
New Commander Arrives 
As the last of the 105,000-man 
10th Corps landed at the southeast 
ports of Pusan and Pohang, Lt. 
Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway arrived 
in Korea to assume command of 
the greatly enlarged Eighth Army’s 
U. S. and other UN forces. 
The U. S. Army’s deputy staff 
chief landed Tuesday evening in 
a plane from Tokyo to end the last 
lap of his flight from Washington. 
At the airfield he told newsmen he 
had never had a “happier assign­ 
ment,” though he realized the 
tragic circumstances that led to 
his assignment. 
He takes the place of Lt. Gen. 
Walton H 
Walker, late Eighth 
Army commander killed in a road 
accident north of Seoul last Sat­ 
urday. 
“There isn’t much to say now; 
I have to get to work,” Gen. Ridg­ 
way told the correspondents as he 
hustled off to his field headquart­ 
ers office to map defense against 
the brewing mammoth Red drive 
to seize Seoul and overrun the rest 
of Korea.

officers and men, pointing out 
their job was "beating back a 
world menace which^ the free peo­ 
ples cannot tolerate."

York’s East 42nd street. 
The staff of 3,500 office work­ 
ers will move in from the Lake 
Success headquarters and a $75,- 
000 moving operation involving 
300 vanloads of files and furniture 
will be completed. 
A skeleton staff of 500 will re­ 
main at Lake Success to handle 
conference and council meetings 
until facilities are ready in the 
East river shore headquarters in 
July. 
A special penthouse apartment 
is being prepared atop, the 39- 
story building for the use of Secre­ 
tary General Trygve Lie. He also 
has an administrative office on 
the tenth floor. 
Already in operation is a sub­ 
basement garage which can handle 
1,50B cars. It is available to sec­ 
retariat members at nominal fee 
of $7.50 monthly 
The gigantic moving operation, 
begun last August, was carried on 
mostly at night and on weekends 
to avoid interference with the U. 
N. General Assembly. 
The site was purchased in 1946 
with a grant of $8.000.000 by John 
D. Rockefeller. Jr.. on the condi­ 
tion that New York City appropri­ 
ate an additional $5.000.000 to im­ 
prove the site area.

Heavy Snow In 
Chicago Area . 


CHICAGO, 
Dec 
26— (INS)— 
Heavy enow, measuring from six 
to 16 inches in depth, blanketed 
the Chicago area, and parts of 
Indiana, Wisconsin and Michigan 
today. 
Traffic and public transporta­ 
tion facilities were tied up in 
many cases. Highways in the snow 
area were described as dangerous. 
In northern Indiana, many state 
routes were drifted with snow and 
hundreds of cars 'were stalled 
Ten inches of snow covered the 
Chicago area and more snow fell 
today. The weather bureau said 
the temperature in Chicago would 
drop to a reading of zero to five 
below tonight. Ten below zero 
readings were forecast for Chica­ 
go suburbs. 
Sixteen inches of snow fell in 
Lone Rock, Wis and Madison and 
Milwaukee, Wis., each reported a 
foot of snow.

Thus, the formidable half-mil­ 
lion-man enemy force along and 
below parallel 38 was apparently 
deploying for a mammoth offen­ 
sive to bear directly down on Seoul 
and simultaneously down the pen­ 
insula’s center along the Eighth 
Army's inland flank. 
To slow the Communist battle 
deployment. American B-29 Super­ 
forts blasted four enemy spring­ 
board bases at noon Tuesday with 
176 tons of bombs. 
Among the 
targets was Shorwon which the 
four-engine B-29s saturated with 
320 quarter-ton demolition mis­ 
siles. 
The alert to the UN troops to 
be ready for a big enemy push 
came from Gen. Douglas MacArth- 
,,..v Tokvo headquarters. 
With all front-line soldiers above 
Seoul poised in battle positions to 
resist the expected enemy holiday 
week drive, the supreme comman­ 
der indirectly promised them that 
some day they would be ready i for 
an offensive of their own. 
A few hours late the Peiping 
radio issued what amounted to an 
ultimatum to American forces to 
get out of Korea immediately c>r be 
pushed into the sea. 
The broad­ 
cast warned that “the Chinese and 
Korean peoples now’ have aban­ 
doned a state of peace for one of 
war.” 
Blames “Intelligence” 
Gen. MacArthur, acclaiming the 
safe movement by sea of the 10th 
Corps from Hungnam to the south, 
pinned a big share of the blame 
for Red China’s conquest of North 
Korea upon UN “polical intelli­ 
gence,” rather than military prob­ 
ing. 
Political intelligence, he charged, 
“failed to penetrate the iron cur­ 
tain and provided no substantial 
information of intent.” whereas 
military intelligence was “handi­ 
capped” because airmen were “for­ 
bidden” to fly over and reeonnoit- 
er China’s Manchuria — a night’s 
march to the Korean front.

NATION'S DEATH TOLL 
FOR HOLIDAY NEAR 600

areas contributed to the 
grim 
record of more than 475 persons 
killed in traffic mishaps. 
Greater Than Last Year 
The highway toll surpassed the 
post-war record of 511 persons 
killed during last year’s two-day 
Christmas holiday weekend and 
the possibility remained that the 
final figures might top the all-time 
record of 555 dead established at 
Christmas in 1936. 
Miscellaneous mishaps including 
fires, exposure to cold weather 
and hunting accidents accounted 
for another 119 deaths. 
The traffic toll surpassed the 
original estimate by the National 
Safety Council that 440 persons 
would die on the highways be­ 
tween 6 p.m. Friday and last mid­ 
night and the organization upped 
the figure to 500. Officials said the 
final tally may go even higher 
than the new estimate. 
Texas topped the states with 70 
holiday deaths reported, more than 
10 per cent of the nation’s total. At 
least 38 persons were killed in 
traffic accidents in the Lone Star 
State. 
An’ unexpected snowfall of more 
than five inches blanketed the 
Chicago area last night, snarling 
traffic in the city and disrupting 
public 
transportation 
schedules. 
Light snow fell also in southern 
Wisconsin, souther Michigan and 
northern Indiana, making high­ 
ways leading into Chicago danger­ 
ous. 
Holiday drinking contributed its 
share to the death toll. Two Wash­ 
ington. D.C., judges handed out 
fines and jail terms to 75 drunk- 
driving repeaters and 43 persons 
were hauled ihto court in Chicago. 
Californians embarked on a hol­ 
iday drinking spree which resulted 
in 1.200 arrests for intoxication in 
Los Angeles county alone. More 
than 16 w’ere killed in the Los 
Angeles area with accident report* 
still mounting.

RED PROPAGANDA 


To outward appearances at least, Russian propaganda has 
won a stupendous victory over the United States in the minds 
of the people of Asia. Asiatics mistrust the United States, the 
best friend they ever had.

Rut Russia, which has been grabbing territory while the 
United States has been relinquishing it, has apparently suc­ 
ceeded in linking America with imperialism in Asiatic minds. 


The United States fought and sacrificed, not only in its 
own national interest, but also to drive Japanese imperialism 
out of China. Russia, a decade earlier, signed a pact giving 
Japan a Iree hand in Cl^ina, with the cynical intent of taking 
the Japs’ minds off the idea of attacking the Soviet Union. 


After fighting an already defeated Japan for a single 
week, Russia wrung from China concessions which not even 
the western colonial powers (much less the United States) 
would ask in Asia. Yet America is believed by many Asiatics 
to be the enemy of China. 
Why do these and other illusions persist and increase? 
The answer is partly in the vacillating policy of the State De­ 
partment. But a large share of the blame for this development 
rests on Russian propaganda. A few Communists in any coun­ 
try-inclu d ing the United States— by persisting long enough 
and loudly enough in the absurd contention that black is white 
and white is black can affect the course of world history. 


Communist leader Mao-Tse-tung 
is playing a ver> dangerous game 
in China and one he may legret 
in an atomic age. 
By all m easurable thinking he 
needs peace. 
Yet his Peiping re­ 
gime has rejected a U. N. proposal 
for a cease-fire in Korea—a U. N. 
proposal that actually amounted 
to a world-wide Christmas peace 
prayer. 
The Americans and other sol­ 
diers fighting and dying in Korea 
know -mainly that they are out­ 
num bered by Red legions. 
It is 
safe to assume tliat the diplomatic 
argum ents are lost to these men. 
It may be safe to assume that 
the strange maneuvering.s ot the 
m ajor powers also are lost on the 
common Red fighting man. but 
he fights. 
Also he is numerous, 
which the western allies are not In 
Korea 
Has Definite Goal« 
Mao knows his cards as does 
the Kremlin, with which he is al­ 
lied 
The leader of the Peiping re­ 
gime has definite goals. 
How ex­ 
tensive these are Is a m atter of 
guess.

Removal of U. N. forces from Ko­ 
rea. meaning U. S. troop.s; removal

Certainly he must know that if 
Russia moves also— or even if his 
own attack is pressed too hard— 
th a t there Is the very definite 
likelihood that his war-making in­ 
dustries could be wiped out in 
just a few American atomic bomb 
attacks. 
Chinese industry in fact is a

It is concen­ 
trated in M anchuria, within easy 
reach of American planes based in 
Japan and in Okinawa. 
Attacks on Russia also would 
deprive the 475,000,000 persons in 
China of much-needed aid since 
China has drawn into a .semi-iso­ 
lation of her own as far as the west 
is concerned. 
Other Weakneeae« 
Here are other weaknesses of 
the Red regime which is only a re­ 
cent 
dictatorship 
saddled on a 
long-suffering country; 
China remains a primitive, over­ 
populated country torn 
by war 
since 1931. 
She has natural re­ 
sources, yes, to be a giant, but 
needs decades of peace to achieve 
such a stature. 
With 4,000 miles of coast line 
China has no adequate navy to de­ 
fend it or to give her outlets for 
the expected conquered trade of 
southeastern Asian countries such 
as Indo-China. Siam, Malaya, Bur­ 
ma and even India. 
This again 
will 
depend on 
the success of 
hitching her red star to that of 
Russia’s. 
China lacks inland railways; ac­ 
tually she must look to much for­ 
eign aid to develop her resource.s. 
Can Russia do this? 
Perhaps only 
if the Soviet Union does not re­ 
sort to w'ar.

Not Work Of Few Puppets 
WASHINGTON. Dec. 26.—A fter the Bolshevik revolution of 1917, 
which took Russia out of the alliance against Germany and out of 
the war, the British persisted in believing th at the Communist up­ 
rising was a tem porary aberration which could soon be put to rights 
and the Czar restored to power. 
Some im portant figures in the war 
cabinet in London continued to regard Lenin and Trotsky as mere 
German agents who could be bribed or elim inated in some fashion 
and the old order put back again. 
Told In Book 
P art of this strange tragicomic story is told in Sir Bruce Lock­ 
h art’s w'itty and brilliant book. “Memoirs of a British Agent.” 
Ignor­ 
ant of the real nature of the total collapse of Czarist powers and the 
Czarlst arm ies and the revolution which succeed it, the British tried 
with feeble gestures to restore the past. 
The m ilitary expedition to Archangel was a dismal failure. Brit­ 
ish backing in a lim ited way was given to several Cossack generals who 
were either incom petent or corrupt, or both. 
An effort was made 
to get the Japs to intervene in Siberia and a division of Ameri<}an 
troops was stationed for a num ber of futile months in the Siberian 
hinterland. 
Should Be Instructive 
This little history lesson should be most instructive for the United 
States today. 
The American approach to Communist China suggests 
at the moment th at this country may be repeating with revolutionary 
China the mistakes made by Britain with respect to revolutionary 
Russia. 
The reports from Korea of Chinese Communist soldiers hurling 
them selves fanatically at American tanks are illuminating. 
New forces 
have been unleashed in Asia which may not be susceptible to repres­ 
sion by the means used for so long by the white powere. One who had 
begun to peixieive this was the late Wendell Willkie. 
On his famous around-the-W'orld flight Wlllkie went to Chung­ 
king. 
There he met not only Chiang Kai-shek and the Nationali.st 
leaders but top Communists then cooperating In the war again.st 
Japan, 
One of them was Chou En-Lai. who is now foreign m inister 
for the Reds in Peipiilg. 
After talking with Chou, Wlllkie wrote that 
if all the Communists were like him, then "their movement is more 
a national and agrarian awakening than an international or proletarian 
conspiracy." 
Has Great Meaning 
Perhaps this qualifies him as one of the naive dupes so scorned 
today. 
But. nevertheless, there is a perceptive passage in his book, 
“One W orld,” that has great meaning for us today: 
, . Men and women all over the world are on the march, 
physically, intellectually and spiritually. 
After centuries of ignorant 
and dull compliance, hundreds of miilions of people in eastern Europe 
and Asia have opened the books. 
Old fears no longer frighten them. 
They are no longer willing to be eastern slaves for western profits. 
They are beginning to know that men’s welfare throughout the world 
is Interdependent. 
They are resolved, as we must be, that there is 
no more place for imperialism within their own society than in the 
society of nations. 
The big house on the hill surrounded by mud 
huts has lost its awesome charm.” 
Awarenets To New Forces

Even if such an arm y had existed there were the factors of 
geography and climate, which have defeated other conquerors, in­ 
cluding one named Napoleon and one named Hitler. There is another 
factor perhaps equally im portant and that is the hostility aroused in 
a population by foreign Inten'ention. 
Dictators in the past have 
skillfully exploited this emotion to help solidify themselves in power. 
It LS one of the techniques consistently used by the Kremlin dicta­ 
tors since 1917. 
A lim ited war against Communist China would be seized upon 
by the Red dictators to fan hatred of the west. 
W hether it would 
serve to checkm ate the spread of Communism in Asia is at least 
open to doubt. 
A full-scale war against Communist China could 
hardly be undertaken without an American land army of 5,000,000. 
The difficulties of geography and climate would be at least as great 
as in Russia. 
A fter the savage Communist Chinese aggression in Korea it may 
be too late to reach any adjustm ent with the Peiping regime, which 
appears to be to be fairly well entrenche din power. 
For American 
policy vacillated so long between extremes. 
But it is not too late 
to realize that what is happening in China and in Asia is not the 
work of a few pqppets inspired by and directed from Moscow.

Stream lining O f State 
Constitution Planned 


By AL SPIVAK 
(L N. 8. Staff Correspondent) 
HARRISBURG. 
Dec. 
26. — A 
team of legislators, lawyers and 
government leaders will support a 
plan 
for 
streamlining 
Pennsyl­ 
vania’s 76-year-old constitution in 
the General Assembly convening 
next week. 
Despite the strongest support in 
history for constitutional revision, 
they will have to run an obstacle 
course of lawyers skeptical as to 
the needs or benefits. 
The Pennsylvania Bar Associa­ 
tion has been working more than 
a year on recommendations for en­ 
acting a new basic law. 
Support has been voiced by Gov­ 
ernor-elect John S. Fine and bv 
numerous members of both legis­ 
lative houses. 
However, advocates of revision 
are girding for a repetition of the 
opposition that has struck down 
their 
efforts 
repeatedly 
during 
past assembly sessions. 
A special committee of PBA, 
headed by Lawrence County Pres­ 
ident Judge W. W alter Braham of 
New Castle, has polished off a re­ 
port indicating subjects and areas 
“where dem onstrated inadequacy 
or clear disregard of constitution 
provisions appear.’’ 
Merely amending the common­ 
w ealth’s constitution is too vast a 
job, the committee believes, and 
could 
never 
adequately 
correct 
these fundamental flaws: 
“Excessive length, infelicity of 
phrases and inadequacy of some 
provisions.’’ 
There, 
according 
to 
Braham, 
“are not good reasons for whole­ 
sale constitutional revision’’ and 
“indiscriminate meddling with the 
constitution should be avoided’*. 
Nevertheless, he said: 
“The constitution should be re­ 
examined in the light of a new 
day ond new problems.” 
"Re-examination, in the com- 


m ittee's view, would extend to 
constitutional provisions affecting 
—or 
failing 
to 
affect—nearly 
every part of the state’s govern­ 
mental structure. 
Some Are Opposed 
Several lawmakers indicated a 
desire to go along with revision, 
although an almost equal num ber 
were flatly opposed. 
"In our fast moving and com­ 
plex age a constitution which is 
76 years old should be brought 
into a more realistic relation to 
prevailing values and conditions," 
said one central Pennsylvania rep­ 
resentative. 
He suggested legislative sessions 
each year rather than every other 
year. 
A western 
Pennsylvania 
law­ 
maker recommended reducing the 
membership of the state house of 
representatives from 208. 
He also 
suggested extending the term for 
house members from two to four 
years, a “m aterial increase” in 
bonded indebtedness, and sanction 
for a governor to succeed himself. 
Graduated income taxes should 
be allowed, said another legislator 
in favor of revision. 
The Braham committee, com­ 
menting on 77 am endments voted 
on since 1901 and 54 adopted, said: 
“More and more of these am end­ 
ments have been passed in the in­ 
terest of special groups. 
A return 
to thought for the public as a 
whole is needed.’’

MUGGS AND SKEETER 
Your New Social Security 


By MYRON MILBOUER 


(Manager of tue New Castle Sodai Security Office) 


Until now, a state could not 
have Federal social security for 
its employees or for the employees 
of local governments within the 
state. Beginning January 1. 1951. 
however, it will be possible for 
any state, at its own option, to 
bring under old-age and survivors 
insurance those employees either 
of the state or of any local gov­ 
ernment who are not already pro­ 
tected by a retirement system. 
To place its public employees 
under Federal social securitv. any 
state may authorize one of its 
agencies to negotiate an agree­ 
ment with the Federal government 
covering all eligible employees of 
the state and its poiltical sub­ 
divisions. or covering only certain 
“coverage 
groups'. 
An 
agree­ 
ment made before January 1. 1953. 
may be made effective as of Janu­ 
ary 1, 1951- 
One “cover group” would be em­ 
ployees of the state, except those 
engaged In a single proprietary 
function. Such a group would in­ 
clude the various state units «for 
instance, the state comptroller’s 
office, state department of agricul­ 
ture. etc.). 
Similarly, a coverage 
group might be all the employees 
of a county, except those engaged 
in a single proprietary function. 
Another group might be the em­ 
ployees of an instrumentality of 
the state «for instance, the state 
water conservation authority), or 
the instrumentality of a political 
subdivision (for instance, the em­ 
ployees of a state liquor store, or 
a county-operated quarry'. 
For the employees of any ( over­ 
age group to be included in an 
agreement, all eligible employees 
of that coverage group must be in­ 
cluded. 
For examgle, an agree­ 
ment will not include stenograph­ 
ers and leave out clerks or investi­ 
gators. 
There are certain jobs, 
however, 
which the state may 
either include or exclude. 
For 
instance, work of an emergency

nature and elective, part-time or 
fee-basis jobs, may be excluded. 
The new law makes it possible 
for a state to bring under social 
security all or any of these groups, 
except employees of such groups 
who are under an existing retire­ 
ment system, and those engaged 
in a work relief program. 
Also 
excluded are services performed 
by patients or inmates of hospitals, 
homes or other state institutions, 
and certain state or local govern­ 
ment transportation systems ac­ 
quired from private ownership. 
When an agreement has been 
made for certain groups of em­ 
ployees, then those workers and 
the 
state 
will 
pay 
the 
same 
amounts as other employees and 
employers—\\*2. per cent through 
1953. 
After that date, the rates 
are gradually increased to kSV* 
per cent each in 1970 and there­ 
after. 
In my next article, 1 shall dis­ 
cuss the smaller groups of work­ 
ers who come under social security 
in January. 


New World's Record 


Sugar Production 


Being Forecast 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26—(INS) 
-The Agriculture Department is 
forecasting a new world’s record 
sugar production for 1950-51. 
The department says that pro­ 
duction of cane and beet sugar used 
in international trade plus sugar 
produced for domestic consumption 
will reach a total of 41 million, 100 
thousand tons. 
World production of sugar for 
international trade in 1950-51 is 
expected to total 35 million. 400 
thousand tons and that for domes­ 
tic u$e of producing countries, five 
million, 700 thousand tons. 
The over-all world production 
will be about 10 percent above 
1949-50. And output in areas sup­ 
plying the U.S. is expected also to 
be about 10 percent higher. 
The world’s output of beet sugar 
may set a new record of 13 mil­ 
lion, 500 thousand tons, raw value, 
in 1950-51. The previous beet sugar 
record was set in the 1930-31, 1939- 
40 seasons and amounted to 12 
million, 900 thousand tons.

FESTIVAL WILL SALUTE FARM 
SHOW ANNIVERSARY 
The annual rural talent festival 
will again highlight entertainment 
features at the 1951 Pennsylvania 
Farm Show. 
Entitled “Song of a Century”, 
the festival acknowledges the cen­ 
tennial of the First Pennsylvania 
State Fair of 1851, forerunner of 
the present farm show which dates 
back 35 years—20 years in the 
present building. 
Again the author and director 
of the festival program is W. R. 
Gordon, rural sociologist with the 
Agricultural 
Extension 
Service, 
Pennsylvania State college. 
Talent for, the big production, 
which annuall3° enlists a cast of 
700 to 800 persons, will come from 
more than half the counties in the 
state. 
With few exceptions, the en­ 
tertainers will come from rural 
communities. They will appear in 
specialty numbers, dancing and 
marching, routines, drills, narra­ 
tion, chorus, band music nad tab­ 
leaux. 
Groups taking part will include 
grange, rural schools, vocational 
schools. 4-H clubs, senior exten­ 
sion clubs, bands and choruses, 
while a number of individuals will 
appear in .solo performances.

for the poisonous residue to dis­ 
appear before hay cutting time. 
Cost of treatin g -an acre for 
spittle bugs will vary from $2.00 
to $4.50, depending upon the type 
of equipment used on the job. 
Sprays and dusts increased the 
yield of hay from eight to almost 
100 per cent, with an average in­ 
crease of 20 to 30 per cent. 
Benzene hexachloride sprays or 
dusts may go into the soil and 
produce off.flavor in potatoes or 
other roto crops that follow in 
treated clover and aflalfa sods. 
Farmers who grow potatoes Should 
be reluctant to use benzene hexa­ 
chloride on their farms until more 
information 
on 
this 
subject is 
available Information on amounts 
of sprav or dusts and methods of 
annlication will be available later.

since the number of marriages 
dropped rather sharply between

The births during 1950 were at 
the rate of 24 per 1,000 of the

New Tax Boost 
Is Considered 


Report Truman Is 
Likely To Ask For 
Seven Billion More

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26— A new 
tax increase that may run as high 
as seven billion dollars a year is 
reported under consideration to­ 
day by President Truman. 
This w ill be the “third install­ 
m ent” on the tax boosts requested 
by the President to finance the 
Korean war and the defense pro­ 
gram.

installm ents 
brought in eight billion dollars. In 
Septem ber Congress increased in­ 
dividual 
and corporation 
income 
taxes by a 4.7 billion dollars and 
it 
is

putting the

another 3.3 billions through a tax 
on excess corporation profits. 
Despite this, the 
President is 
expected to tell the 82nd Congress 
that 
additional 
new 
revenue 
is 
needed to underwrite the gigantic 
rearmament program in which the 
United *States is engaged as a re­ 
sult of Communist aggression. 
Mr. Truman will probably out 
line his views in his annual m es­ 
sage on the state of the union on 
January 4, the day after the new 
Congress convene. 
He maj 
amplify them in his 
econom ic 
m essage 
several 
days 
later and may also send Congress 
a special message detailing just 
what he wants in new taxes. 
Mr. Truman may ask for an in­ 


crease in individual incom e taxes, 
perhaps as much as four billion 
dollars a year. These taxes were 
raised about two billion 745 m ill­ 
ion dollars a year last Septem ber.

FANS WILL DISLIKE to see the “Old Pro” leave the playing 
field, but they are glad to see he stayed on with the Yankees as a 
coach, for Tommy belongs in baseball and some day he’ll be a major 
league manager. 
There was some talk about Tommy taking over the Yankees as 
manager when his playing days ended but he will benefit greatly by 
the experience as a coach. 
The story of Tommy Henrich is an unusual one, for unlike some 
“big name” stars, the average baseball fan never hooted or jeered or 
rapped Tommy for his actions, either on or off the field. 
A ball players’ ball player and one of the great clutch hitters in 
recent history, Tommy served a dozen seasons with the Yanks, playing 
many of his most recent games in band-alds and doused with liniment. 
As a player, the Massillon, O., native ranked with the Yankee sta« 
of all time. And the list of outfield greats includes such names as Babe 
Ruth, Joe DiMaggio, Bob Meusel and Earl Combs. 
Tommy never was a great hitter. His best bat mark was .308 for a 
full season, but he was great in the clutch. 
One of the most dramatic performances came in the ninth inning 
of that first world series game, with Brooklyn In 1949 when Tommy 
broke Don Newcombe’s heart with a home run smash that won the 
game.When Tommy came up to the big time in 1937, he received a bonus 
of $25,000 for signing with the Yanks after he had been declared a 
free agent by the late commi.ssioner, K. M. Landis, who took him away 
from Cleveland. 
In 1938, his first full year, he was rated just another ball player 
and failed to get notice in the American league pre-season book on 
rookie stars. 
. 
And this despite the fact he hit .320 in 67 games for the Yankees 
in the fag end of the 1987 season. 
Henrich’s minor league career was spent at Zanesville, Monessen, 
New Orleans and Newark. He had a fine minor league batting record. 
Tommy should continue to go up in baseball. He’z still the “old 
pro” and always wUi be.

a rollback. Inflation at home is 
knocking out fighting planes out of 
the sky more effectively than Rus­ 
sian je t fighters in the hands of the 
Chinese Communists.”
